to Mr. Host, but conveyed no offer of a bribe and knew of none.. Senator 
Frear, candidate opposing Houser for nomination as secretary of state, is 


the chairman of the investigating committee 
before .whom the .above 


charge was made. 
It would be good news that Mr. Houser is able 
to 
disprove 
the 
charges. While they may not care to support his third term aspirations, 
the people hereabout have been well treated by Mr. Houser and have, 
in the main at least, approved his administration. The 
silhouette 
of

piece of politics on the transaction, adds to the tendency to wish Houser 


were well out of it. 
Friends of Mr. Houser may say, "Why did not Mr Host immediate­ 
ly disclose the dishonesty of Mr. Houser, if the latter approached him 
in the capacity of a briber?"

Yesterday a notice was published by the Coal Trust, saying it had 
met normal prices, and the over-charging was up to the retailers. The 
Tribune printed this, and said it was up to the retailers of La Crosse to 
explain. 


Immediately explanations came. It was said that the reduction HAD 
been made in La Crosse on May loth. The Tribune felt like apologizing; it 


still feels like correcting. But it felt at a loss to understand, so The Tri­ 


bune man asked, "Was any notice of the reduction ever given to the pub­ 
lic?” And the man said, "No.” 


So, The Tribune merely corrects, and it advises the coal combine of 
La Crosse to advertise its reductions in prices. Usually when merchants 
reduce prices, they are in a hurry to advertise the fact. 
If 
they 
arc 
charging one price, and say nothing of a reduction, it is usually assumed 
that no reduction has been made.

presents a reasonable profit, and is Just what it would have bid had it 
known that it was not to be low bidder. 


In truth, The Tribune was not low bidder.
